When Bernard Shaw's Mesopotamian civilization 
begins sending explorers and travelers to see the 
ruins of Great Britain and the United States, St. 
Thomas’ church in New York may be one of the 
most interesting antiquities. 

The wood carvers had an eye to the future and 
hid away along the front of the choir stalls in the 
chancel little portraits and symbols interpretative 
more of worldly lite of the day than of worship.

THE CASE OR,CAPT. 
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ROSENBLUTH. | 

On Oct. 25, 1918, Maj, Alexander Cronkhite, son 
of Gen. Cronkhite of the regular army, was killed 
in peculiar circumstances at a training camp in 
Washington. 

Attended by a bugler, Sergt. Pothier, he had gone, 
ahead of some soldiers who were under the com- 
mand of Capt. Rosenbluth. Cronkhite stopped to 
shoot at a tobacco tin placed on a fence. Rosen- 
bluth, hearing the shot, ran forward to see if he 
was leading his men into a target practice. As he 
came up to Cronkhite a bullet hit the tin and Cronk- 
hite said, “I hit it,” but just then there was another 
shot and Cronkhite fell mortally wounded by a shot 
through the breast. 


A military board of inquiry brought in a verdict 
of “death by the accidental discharge of his own 
revolver,” but two and a half years later—that is, 
in March of this year—Capt. Rosenbluth was ar- 
rested on the strength of an alleged confession by 
Sergt. Pothier to the effect that Rosenbluth had 
ordered him to take his revolver and “ get” Cronk- 
hite, 


Pothier made five alleged confessions, in the first 
of which he said he shot Cronkhite accidentally. 
Pothier later retracted his charge against Rosen- 
bluth and said he had been nagged into it by an 
agent of the bureau of investigation of the depart- 
ment of justice. ; 


Capt. Rosenbluth meantime was released under 
heavy bail and demanded trial. The department of 
justice announced it was making further investiga- 
tion, and in July, after a hearing at which Rosen- 
bluth was represented by an attorney, the depart- 
ment seems to have dropped the matter, but with- 
out explanation. 


This is a result intolerable to any innocent man, 
and Capt. Rosenbluth and his friends protested 
promptly and are now asking for a congressional 
inquiry. There seems to be no other way of clear- 
ing Capt. Rosenbluth’s name, and, furthermore, 
there are circumstances attending the official action 
against him which are serious @nough to justify 
examination. While Pothier does not seem to be a 
very responsible character, he makes explicit 
charges of pressure upon him to involve Rosen-) 
bluth, in which secret agents of the department of 
justice and even members of the Cronkhite family, 
he asserts, were involved. 

Capt. Rosenbluth is the son of a citizen of Bloom- 
ington, Ill.,and, we aré informed, had an admirable 
yecord not only during the war but in peace time 
civic and charitable activities. He ought not to be 
denied an opportunity to clear his name, and aside 
from that it is desirable to ascertain whether there 
was a conspiracy among agents of the department 
of justice to “railroad” a victim, and, if so, what 
the motives were. 


Editorial of the Day - 


‘ THE COMING COAL CRISIS. 
{Bloomington Pantagraph. ] 
It is more than likely that within the next sixty 
or ninety days congress will come to a very thorough 


realization that it must do something effective and 
perhaps drastic to relieve the coal situation. It has| 
permitted._months to pass without action of any 
kind and if a coal famine develops during late fall or 
early winter the country with justification will hold 
congress responsible. 
» Practically every important man in the coal indus- 
try predicts that the domestic users of bitum{nous or 
“soft” coal will into November this year with 
empty coal bins, not because they will not attempt 
to fill them before that time at the high prices asked 
but for, the reason that they will not be able to buy 
coal at any price. Coal production has n very 
low during the last several months for the ‘reason 
that the public has not been buying and there have 
been several valid reasons for this lack of demand. 
Many who would have bought coal even at the pre- 
vailing high prices have been unable to do so because 
the retail dealers have been unable or unwilling to 
extend credit. Moreover, there has been a general 
expectation on the part of the public that the gov- 
ernment would do something to lower freight rates 
and to break up the practices among the operators 
and jobbers which were set out in detail in the indict- 
ments against the West Virginia operators. This ex- 
pectation has not been realized and will not be 
realized before coal again becomes one of the greatest 
of necessitities with the coming of cold weather. 
Congress trified with the coal situation at a time 
when vigorous action on its part would have brought 
relief. The Calder bills calculated to regulate the 


bills were successfully blocked in congress by the 
powerful coal lobby and consequently the country 
ig now rapidly approaching the coal burning season 
with the price 6f coal still exorbitant and a coal 
famine well within the bounds of probability. 

When that crises comes congress must accept the 
responsibility. It may be that only such a crisis and 
the fixing of the responsibility upon congress will 
arouse the national legislature to the point of proyid- 
ing drastic legisIation to regulate the coal industry.

AS TO CAUSES OF PELLAGRA. 
R.\R. C. F. asks for an article on 
the cause of pellagra. At a re- 
cent meeting of his medical so- 
clety Dr. D. advocated the infec- 

tion theory In a well thought out paper. 

Dr, M. rather agreed with Dr. D. He 
quoted Dr. Harris as having reported 


} that pellagra had disappeared from Italy 


and that it did not reappear @uring the 
years of very hard times during the war. 
Another physician whose name was not 
given advocated the Goldberger deficient 
diet theory. Dr. 8S. advocated the spofled 
corn theory, saying it was by work 
based on that theory that Italy had got 
rid of pellagra. 


| 
Every man taking part in the discus- 
sion has heen actively at work treating 
the disease in a section where pellagra 
is very prevalent. They are all honest, 
able practitioners of medicine having 
large practices. I find it very) difficult 


“l to evaluate the evidence. 


There are diseases such as ergotism 
and sprue which are caused by infected 
foods and which are in some particulars 
similar to pellagra. The success’ of the 
campaign against pellagra, based princi- 
pally on the spoiled corn theory, is cer- 
tain. Nevertheless, there were too many 
people who never ate corn, spoiled or 
otherwise, who developed pellagra for 
this theory to stand. It virtually has 
been abandoned. 

The principal arguments for the infec- 
tion theory are the sudden appearance of 
the disease and its rapid extension, its 
cccurrence occasionally ngst people 
in contact with cases, its prevalence 
anjong people who live in poor sanitary 
surroundings. Most of the argument for 
this side of the question is presented by 
the Thompson-McF adden commission, 
able -scientists and experienced clini- 
clans, The opposition call attention to 
the freedom from the disease of doctors, 
nurses, and attendants who work among 
pellagrins in institutions and out of them 
unless they eat the same food.

Efforts to {noculate with pellagra 
ways have failed. There is no qtestion 
that pellagra is not contagious in the 
sense that measles and smallpox are. 
How abou#a comparison between pel- 
lagra and meningitis, infantile paralysis, 
and sprue, all diseases known to be com- 
municable? There is about as much 
trouble in proving the communicablility 
of these diseases as there is in the case 
of pellagra.

CURZON OF KEDLESTON. 

Chicago, Aug. 2.—Your editorial, “ Eng- 
land and America,” is not only in bad 
taste, but ridiculous, evidently written 
by a man whose opportunities have been 
limited. : 

His reference to Lord Curzon of Ked- 
leston, the present foreign minister, is 
the funniest ever. 

A lot he knows about the British aris- 
tocracy when he refers to Curzon as 
typifying that class who would rather 
do anything, even marry American 
heiresses, than earn their bread and 
butter. 

Whatever his faults, Arthur Curzon has 
always been a worker. He belonged to 
the ultra-intellectuals at his alma mater, 
one of the same group that included 
Robert and Hugh Cecil, Bernard Cole- 
ridge (now Lord Coleridge) and the pres- 
ent editor of Pall Mall Journal. It was 
his association with the Cecils that ob- 
tained him the position of secretary to 
their father, the late Earl of Salisbury, 
Industry is his second 
name. He earned money contributing 
scientific and philosophical articles to 
magazines and as a varsity lecturer on 
economics. 

It was not as an impecunious younger 
son of a peer or as a social parasite that 
Mary Leiter married him; he was a ris- 
ing man of considerable ability and am- 
bition; nor is he the cad that the asser- 
tion made in your paper a few days ago 
would infer. 

He is an aristocrat, true enough. 
whose inability to get off his stilts of- 
fended the notorious Harmsworth, whose 
millions helped to purchase his title, and 
who will always remain the uncouth in- 
dividual he is with a biting tongue. 

Curzon is supercilious, not bumptious; 
coldly self-contained and absurdly aloof 
With those he considers his intellectual 
or social inferiors, but strangely gentle 
and courteous within his family and 
social circle. ; 

To talk about 300,000,000 Hindus pros- 
trating themselves before him as viceroy 
is nonsensi It was his retiring posi- 
tion, his theo cal instead of practical 
policy, that prevented his administration 
being one of the most successful vice- 
regal rule. 

He is no more typical of British aris- 
tocracy than is Lord Northcliffe. I have 
not any particular use for either, but be- 
lieve they are entitled to credit for what 
they have accomplished and the services 
they have rendered in their separate 
orbs.

Regard Chicago and its possibilities 
as a world’s seaport once the St. Law- 
rence séaway project . materializes. 
Also, what it would mean in the devel- 
opment of the middle west, agricultur- 
ally and industrially, once the coast 
line is shoved inland and the great 
lakes become a fresh water Mediter- 
ranean. 

Deep water navigation between thé 
great lakes themselves has developed 
by steps. Between Superior and Hu- 
ron there was a barrier; between Hu- 
ron and Erie there were shoals; be- 
tween Erie and Ontario was another 
barrier, Niagara falls. It cost the 


United States and Canada $32,000,000 


for the Soo canal and the improvement 
of St. Mary’s river, and another $16, 
000,000 to improve the connecting 
waters between Lakes Huron and Erie. 
The Soo canal developed a traffic that 
reached 90,000,000 tons in 1918. Dur- 
ing the season of 1920 it was 79,282,000. 
The saving on this freight, which oth- 
erwise would have required a rai] haul 
of 500 to 1,000 miles, even if the rail- 
roads could ever have handled it, ts 
estimated at $2 a ton on the average.” 


Saved $180,000,000 in Year. 

From this the advocates of the sea- 
way paint out that in 1918 alone the 
Soo canal saved the country in gen- 
eral more than $180,000,000. It paid 
for itself five times over during the 
season in the saving affected. 

“It paid for itself every six weeks,” 
they argue. va 

On grain alone it is estimated the 
saving in transportation charges would 
more than pay the cost of the St. Law- 
rence seaway in a year. The argu- 
ment runs thus: In a broad way’ the 


price received for the surplus of the 


grain crop tends to regulate farm 
prices of the entire crops, and if a cut 
of 10 cents a bushel is effected in freight 
costs and is full reflected back to the 
farm price it would mean an improve- 
ment to the farmer of $336,000,000 in 
a single year. Even if it helped the 
farmer out only to the average extent 
of 5 cents a bushel it would mean 


$183,000,000 a year in, the area tribu- 


tary to the great lakes. ‘ 
As against these two estimates of 
annual savings, the cost of the St. Law- 


| rence seaway is figured at $262,000,000. 


The water power to be developed is es- 
timated at 1,464,000 horse power, the 
largest hydro-electric development in 
the world. Figuring interest, upkeep, 
and retirement of bonds, the experts 
figure that the electrical power can be 
sold at a rate of 30 per cent cheaper 
than at Niagara now, and still pay off 
the enterprise in fifty years, to say 
nothing of the annua! saving to farm- 
ing, industry, and commerce. 


This summer American wheat is be- 
ing exported by all water route from 
Chicago ‘and other lake ports by way 
of Montreal. The transportation cost 
betweerl Chicago and Montreal is 6 


(cents a bushel less than if the grain 


went through the port of New York. 
This all water movement is through 
the present canals, which will not take 
vessels drawing more than 14 feet. It 
means the’grain must go all the way 
in smal! boats, which are not econom!- 
cal, or be transferred to small ships 
at Port Colborne, the entrance to the 
Welland canal, then transferred again 
at Montreal. Ocean rates are the same 
from Montreal as fromi New York. This 
year the movement of grain to Mont- 
real has surprised the Officials of that 
port by its size. = 
If ocean going vessels could travel 
all the way from lake ports to tha 
sea without having to break bulk, it is 
figured it would mean an additional 
saving of 6 to 6 cents a bushel. All 
told wheat would thus be exported di- 
rectly from Chicago, Duluth, Milway- 
kee, and other lake ports at rates 
to 11 cents a bushel less than if 
went abroad by the rail-water route 
from Chicago to New York. ‘ 
Sixteen States to Profit. * 
What is true of wheat holds good 
other commodities. One begins 
the possibilities offered - the 
entire great lakes region. Sixteen 
states in the region that will profit 
when Chicago and other lake ports 
seaports through a deep 
route to the ocean Produce three 
fourths of the wheat of the wheat

““One horse power, with a car, on & 
steel tramway, can haul, at three miles 
an hour, fifteen tons.

“Therefore we had before the war, 
average rafl rates .7 cents per ton 
mile; average canal rates, .2 to .3 cents 
per ton miles; average ocean rates, .1 
cent per ton mile; average lake rates, 
.07 cents per ton mile.” 

The way to thé sea will be a relief 
to the railroads. They recognize it. 
Asa New York Central folder gays: 
“ Railroads today are the bottleneck of 
the industrial world and‘once they 
were beyond the demands upon them. 
Now industry is retarded because they 
cannot meet the demands and the 
bottleneck must be widened or the 
pressure on it reduced.”
